Late Frosts Hurt 
Ohio Apple Crop 


■Cleveland, .July IO,—The apple crop 
In Ohio this year will be only 20.8 
|H?r cent of that of an average year. 
.This was announced yesterday by 
C. A. Waugh, associate editor of the 
Ohio Farmer, from latest reports re­ 
ceived by him from correspondents 
throughout the state. 
"The early spring frosts In 
April, 
May and even as late ag June have 
done much to injure the crop,' jai* 
Waugh, yesterday. 
“The crop along the lake shore i- 
the best of any section of the state. 
In southeastern, central and southern 
Ohio it is slight indeed except in 
those sections where 
the 
elevation 
is high. 
• In I strain county, in spite* of the 
low averia* of th** southern counties, 
the apple crop is about IOO per cent 
of that last year. In Lake, 75 per cent 
In Medina it is extremely poor ** 
A report yesterday from Port 
Olm- 
j ton 
O., states that 
farmers 
and 
apple growl rs there are much fright­ 
en ii at the appearance of tie ii' idly 
twig h tlght. 
Large 
numbers 
ut 
orchards ar, reported to be affected 
and many of the trees are said to ai*- 
pear half dead. 
Twig cutting 
ba* 
been practiced but with slight sue 
cess. 
‘The experiment station at Woos­ 
ter,” said Waugh, “has been experi­ 
menting with a number of sprays and 
Pas announc, d that two have been 
found lo be extremely effective in 
combating the blight. 
“It is a fungus growth which 
ap­ 
pears on the end of the young twigs 
and unless taken care of will vJti- 
mately destroy the trees. 
It appeared 
in the western states sum. years past 
and in the southern part of Ohio. 
last year. 
Some of tho 
largest or- 
chard owners have used the twig cut­ 
ting method. 
Workmen cutting twigs 
find it necessary to ste r ile their in­ 
struments before going from one tree 
to another. 
The 
blight 
is 
passed 
from tree to tree by 
Icing 
blown 
about by the wind.”

E xcepting for a few months, W ash­ 
ington lived In Philadelphia 
during 
his entire adm inistrations as presi­ 
dent of the United States, and John 
Adams did likewise during his term. 
T h ere was no W hite House, but 
a 
brick house, and, as quite generally 
known, it stood on the south side of 
M arket street betw een 
Fifth 
and 
Sixth streets. 
The house itself long 
slnco 
disappeared, 
and 
it 
seems 
strange th a t Philadelphia has never 
taken the trouble to m ake in a suit­ 
able way the spot w here the nation a 
executive mansion stood when o c c u ­ 
pied by the F ath er of His Country. 
W hen W ashington cam e to P hila­ 
delphia to attend the continental con­ 
gress before taking com m and of the 
army, he lived in the sw ellest board­ 
ing house in the city. 
It was kept by 
Mrs. Triste, a t the southw est corner 
of Fifth and M arket streets. 
But 
while more fashionable, th e bouse has 
been far less famous th an th e horti 
m odest one, two blocks farth er west, 
a t the southw est corner of Seventh 
and M arket streets. 
It was in the lat­ 
ter th a t Jefferson boarded, anil on 
tho 
second 
floor, corner room. In 
which he wrote the Declaration of In­ 
dependence, 
According to 
John 
Adams, 
who 
could have qualified as chief gossip 
at any quilting party, 
Philadelphia 
was then away ahead of Boston and 
New York aa a fashionable 
center.
